Uniform Signals 

N a recent bulletin the American Engineering Council 

makes a suggestion that is worth serious consideration. 
The suggestion is that warning signals of al] kinds be made 
uniform in their various sorts for the entire country. For 
instance. a railway crossing signal should be the same shape 
in Oregon as in Maine, in Minnesota as in Texas. 

The council further makes a point that uniform colors 
should be used for the various sorts of signs. It suggests 
yellow with black letters for railway crossings: stop—yellow 
with red letters: slow—vellow with black letters: caution— 
yellow with black letters: direction and information signs— 
white with black letters, etc. 

The importance of using uniform colors for the various 
types of signs lies in making the driver’s recognition of any 
sign practically automatic. If railway crossing signs were all] 
painted vellow with black letters and were all circular in shape, 
recognition that the car was approaching a grade crossing 
would be almost automatic. It doesn’t even matter so much 


what shapes and colors we use as it does that these should 


be uniform for the whole country.

“Finishes Survey; 
Employment Gain

OHOES, N. Y., July 28.—A sur- 
vey just completed by the 
State Industrial Board in indus- 
trial plants records a slight in- 
crease in employment over the 
preceding month, although the 
usual summer slack period fre- 
quently starts in June.
